Fire in the Opera House Blook 
Burned a Valuable Stock 
of Goods. 


COHFIHED TO THE 8T0RE 


The Blaze Was Very Difficult to Fight 
And Firemen Labored an Hour to 
Conquer 
It— The 
Insurance 
Not 
Large. 


Dam age 
variously 
estim ated 
be­ 
tw een $15,000 and $20,000 was caused 
last evening by a fierce fire in the dry 
goods store of Koch com pany, Sixtli 
street, underneath 
the Grand 
opera 
house. 
Harry Koch, one of the pro­ 
prietors of the store, valued the stock 
at $18,000, all of which was practically 
destroyed, with only $0,000 insurance 
Much of the stock was new. The room 
which belongs lo Charles 
B. 
Fisher 
was dam aged to the extent of about 
$300. 
It was fully covered by insur­ 
ance. 
Stubborn and 
unrelenting the fire 
continued for nearly an hour, after 0 
o’clock, and wa^ one of the w orst the 
fire dep artm en t»has battled w ith 
in 
years. 
Owing Ho 
peculiar 
circum ­ 
stances the firemen were aw fully han­ 
dicapped and before they could cope 
with the (lames successfully they had 
gutted the store mid left the apartment 
a ruined m ass o f debris. Just how the 
fire started will never lie known. The 
Koeli brothers ^ad been out 
of the 
store less than five m inutes when an 
alarm was sen t into central station 
calling the firemen. 
Upon their arri­ 
val the entire block appeared doomed 
ami the blaze was fought from both 
tin- front and rear entrances. 
There 
is so mueTi in a dry goods store of an 
inflam m able nature that 
tlid 
flames 
gained strong headw ay in a very few 
m inutes and though four stream s w ere 
being played on Uii’ni sim ultaneously 
they leaped with fui.geance and 
were 
uncontrollable 
for 
aw hile. H ow ever, 
the firemen finally conquered without 
the fire spreading to the adjacent store 
room s or the opera house above. 
T he m anagem ent of the opera bouto 
feels that the public should appreciate 
the fact that although the fire raged 
directly underneath the stage for an 
hour it did not dam age the opera house 
proper in the least. 
As a result of th e fire there was no 
play in the opera house last night, the 
room being filled with sm oke. 
The us­ 
ual perform ance will lie held tonight. 
Only a few w eeks ago the Koch com ­ 
pany. 
which Is closing out business, 
dropped $3,OOO worth of Insurance, 
a 
fact much deplored by the m em bers 
of the firm and their friends. 
It is thought possible that th e tire 
w as caused by electric w ires, aud It 
is thought reasonable 
that 
it 
was 
caused by spontaneous com bustion.

Body of Brave Frontiersmen 
Organized Under Leader­ 
ship of Virginian. 


SAFETY ASSURED SETTLEMENTS 


Congress Very Dilatory in Affording 
Protection for Region Beyond 
the Mountains. 


WESTERN COUNTRY NEGLECTED

The early part of tho year 1776 was 
a memorable year in th e colonies 
along the Atlantic coast. T he stirring 
events of the opening days of tho 
Revolution were being enacted, and it 
was In that year that the Fourih of 
July was born, a new holiday in tho 
world. 
The glare of these great oc­ 
currence* has very generally blinded 
n 
«ple to the fact that at tho 
same time there was going on behind 
the mountain wall an Im portant part 
of the Revolutionary drama, a par; 
which never gets any attention In the 
histories. 
Yet along the western frontiers of 
New York and Pennsylvania were men 
and their families whose burdens rn 
the carrying on of the patriot mov* 
inent were fully aa heavy an those of 
their brethren to the east. 
These far­ 
out settlers were compelled to live Ii 
constant fear of the savage w arfare of 
the tomahawk and scalping knife, a 
strife which spared neither sex nor 
childhood. 
They 
lived 
right 
over 
against wild tribes which were only 
too glad to tic urged on by the British 
authorities ai Detroit 
to 
deeds so 
shocking that the memory of thoae 
who instigated them Is forever dis­ 
graced J>y them. 
As tho spring of 1776 advanred the 
settlers to the east and southeast of 
the Allegheny river were in receipt of 
continual rumors of Increasing rest­ 
lessness among the Indians beyond 
that stream. 
They were accustom"*! 
to read and understand the signs of 
the silent forest land, and they kuew 
that something was likely to come out 
of that dark land beyond the river 
which would he Uke a death dealing 
tornado among them 
And they knew 
that the British at Detroit were tho 
makers of the mischief 
Ho ominous 
were the signs that in the February 
before independence was declared th" 
Inhabitants in the neighborhood of 
Pittsburg sent a memorial to congress 
calling attention to the fact that tho 
Indian hunters from across the Alb* 
gheny were in an insolent m anner in­ 
vading their lauds and were likely to 
give trouble 
Unfortunately congress had so much 
on its hands east of the mountains 
that it did not seem to think it worth 
while to give any attention to matters 
on the frontier, ao the settlers wero 
allowed to mind their own business. 
This they did under tho leadership 
of Yan Rweeringen. a Virginian, who 
lived along the Monongahela river, 
hut who was a Pennsylvania magi.-* 
trote 
He get to work as an official 
and raised a company of m en for the 
protection of tim settlements 
At th*: 
time the Allegheny river wa* tho rec­ 
ognized line of the frontier, so this ' 
force became practically an Allegheny 
river patrol 
It was stationed ‘‘a t th" 1 
Kittanning.” that is, somewhere near j 
by the present town of that name. ani , 
ranged the valley up and down as ob 
easion seemed to demand 
It was 
composed of the hardy men of the I 
frontier region, physically capable of 
almost any 
endurance or hardship 
equal to any Indians in woodcraft an I ; 
filled with a desire to protect their 
homes and loved ones. 
This patrol was an effective defense 
for a time to the frightened frontier 
It Is hard now to know Just what the 
Indians and their white backers 'n 
the western wood* were then plotting, 
but it i* known that Van Hwearln- 
|* o A river pat*»l j*rf*J jib a deterrent 


to their plans for a time at least. 
In June. Just before the Aret immor­ 
tal Fourth of July, the people living 
In the threatened region sent another 
communication 
to congress, setting 
forth their Immediate peril, telling of 
the voluntary patrol and asking f<«r 
some m anner of protection. Congress 
thla time took notice of tho appeal 
and ordered the formation of a bat­ 
talion. which in the fall was organ­ 
ized and stationed at, Kittanning. But 
Just then some emergency arose In 
the east and these troops were or- 
derod over into New Jersey, thus not 
only leaving the frontier unguarded, 
hut taking away many of the men who 
had voluntarily served as a protection. 
No doubt t bis seemed best to the 
patriot authorities at Hie time, but it 
was hard on the frontier settlements. 
With this removal of troops ended the 
period of Van Swearingen's Allegheny 
river patrol.

This they did under tho leadership 
I of Van Swearingen, a Virginian, who 
1 lived along the Monongahela river, 
but who was a Pennsylvania magis­ 
trate. 
Ile set to work as an official 
and raised a company of men for the 
protection of the settlements.

time the Allegheny river was the rec­ 
ognized line of the frontier, so this
